How come the measles vaccinations 


were discontinued in our schools after 
Bowie Elementary Students received 
their shots? Why can't all kids be 
vaccinated at school, Instead of the rest 
of us having to go the 
health 


department and pay for the shots. Our 
kids are every bit as good as the kids 
who go tho Bowie. 


The school vaccination program has 


been discontinued because of the 
enormous amount of time it took to give 
the shots in school, according to Public 
Health Nurse Billie Conger. Bowie 
Elementary 
school 
was the 
first 


campus where the program was tried 
because that's where the first case of 
measles was found. It is also the 
campus where it was discovered to be 
impractical to attempt to vaccinate at 
all area and city schools. 


The 
shots, 
however, 
are 
still 


available from the City-County Health 
Unit, 322 W. 6th, on Thursdays from 9 
a.m. until 5 p.m. And school officials 
say they'll let you take your child from 
school during the day long enough to go 
for the shot. 


According to the Health Department, 


there is no charge for the shots given at 
the health department. They'll be free 
for your kids just as they were at 
Bowie. 


Each year, Navarro county spends 


between $4 and $5 million. What per- 
centage of contracts each year are 
awarded to suppliers in the county? 
Does the county pool purchases of tires, 
batteries, etc. to get a better price? 


Although the county keeps no annual 


tab on what percentage of contracts go 
to businesses in the county, a spot check 
of county bills indicates that better than 
50 percent of the county's spending is 
done within the county, and that which 
is not done within the county seems to 
be beyond the county's control. 


For example, of the 52 bills paid at 


the March 1st commissioner's court 
meeting, 30 of them were paid directly 
to Navarro County businesses. 


Those that were not went to out-of- 


county offices such as the State Bar of 
Texas, Dallas Attorney Earl Luna, to 
suppliers such as Motorola (three 
checks,) Burrough's (two checks), the 
North Central Texas 
Council of 


Governments, to Exxon, and to Wald 
Police supply. 


And your estimate of county spending 


is off — in 1976, the county spent only 
$1.7 million total. 


No, the county does not "pool pur- 


chase" items in the manner you 
mention. At present precinct or office 
holder is responsible for purchasing his 
own supplies. 


If the water board can use the new 


gym building for its meetings here in 
Rice, why can't the Rice city council 
use the same building for its meetings? 
I understand our mayor was refused 
this privilege. 


You are incorrect, according to Rice 


Mayor Jean Foust. The city was never 
denied use of the school gym for its 
meetings, but has chosen to use the 
school library instead of the gym. 


"We use the school library for our 


city council meetings because the 
library is available and adequate for 
our needs," Mrs. Foust said. "We were 
not denied use of the gym, but since the 
library is adequate for us, it allows the 
gym to be used for school activities on 
Tuesday nights." 


Mrs. Foust added the city has not 


requested use of the gym for its 
meetings.

on 


homesteads did away with the county 
tax on a lot of small homes, why do we 
still have to pay $12.20 per year to 
Navarro College? That $12.20 would go 
a good ways on the high grocery bills 
that old people need to pay more than 
we need to pay Navarro College. The 
school tax department is guilty of in- 
creasing the property tax enough to 
almost destroy the $3,000 exemption; 
and that doesn't look too good to us, 
either. 


The Navarro Junior College District 


was created in July, 1946, by popular 
election as a taxing agency charged 
with developing a two-year college 
here. Voters at that time created the 
district and authorized the collection of 
taxes to support the college. 


That's why you have to pay college 


taxes. The whole concept of a com- 
munity or junior college-as opposed to 
a state college-is that it's supported by 
local taxpayers. That allows more 
small colleges to exist, because the 
state cannot afford to support them all 
entirely. 


In practical terms, Navarro's tax 


rate is fairly low. Because of the rural 
tax base and lower rate, local taxes 
actually earn the college just about 
enough to pay the utility bills each year. 


Since there is no provision in the tax 


law to exempt a person from college 
taxes because of age, you will be 
required to continue paying the tax 
until such provisions are made. 


As to the school tax office, the Texas 


Research 
League, 
a 
non-profit, 


politically independent group in Austin, 
rates the Corsicana school district's tax 
office as one of the most accurate and 
efficient in the state. A study com- 
missioned by the Governor's office, in 
anticipation of the school legislation 
now facing Austin Legislators, found 
essentially the same thing. 


It may not seem fair, but the law 


requires that taxes be based on "fail- 
market value," which is what the 
school tax rolls are based upon.

County approves bottoms road plan

County Commissioners approved a $9,750 


plan put forth by the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice and Commissioner Thomas Dyer to 
alleviate the flooding conditions on the 
Winkler Bottoms Road. 


The plan calls for a channel to be dug east 


from the road, three feet deep and 150 yards 
long. The plan also provides for a two-foot 
high culvert to be placed at the lowest point on 
the road with dirt and gravel placed on the 
road to raise its elevation to the same level as 
the top of the culvert. 


ANOTHER PART OF the plan involves 


clearing the land on the east side of the road 


and the construction of a two-foot slope1 in- 
stead of the terrace that is there now. Joe 
Anderson owns the land on either side of the 
road, and according to County Judge Rob 
Dunn, has said he will contribute $750 to 
replace his fences along with the assistance 
from people in Winkler. 


The Winkler people, according to Mrs. Vera 


Bonner, are eight men who have agreed to 
donate time and some money toward the 
completion of the project. 


DYER SUGGESTED that a good part of the 


money come out of the unbudgeted flood 
control money while Commissioner 
Billy 


Hargrove felt the bulk of the funds should 
come from Dyer's own budget. 


Each of the four precincts was budgeted 


$6,000 for flood control and currently, ac- 
cording to County Auditor Elbert Dossey, 
there is $20,000 remaining in the fund at this 
time. 


The plan will provide $2,750 for bulldozing 


work on the road and $500 for gravel. The part 
of the road concerned is mostly in Precinct 3, 
however, a portion of it is in Commissioner 
Clint Bell's Precinct 1. Hargrove told the 
court that he would go along with the plan as 
long as the gravel was used in both Precinct 1 
and 2. 


DYER TOLD THE commissioners that 


there, "is no worse spot in the county" and 
that he is going to use almost all of the $6,000 
in flood control to fix the problem. 


Bell said he would work with Dyer any way 


he could to fix the road. Dunn suggested that 
all the commissioners get together and help 
with the work. Hargrove said it was Dyer's 
problem and Dyer agreed, saying he didn't 
want to ask for help from the other com- 
missioners. 


Bell did, however, repeat his offer of 


cooperation and added that he would con- 
tribute $750 of his flood control money to the 
project if the court approved Dyer's use of 
$3,000 out of the county's flood control fund. 


The commissioners approved the plan 


unanimously. 


County bills totaling $17,464 were also 


approved as well as hospital bills totaling 
$201,065.

Chronic nephritis doesn't stop Mark Carter

Mark Carter, 14, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. B. L. Carter of 301 N. 
37th St., has not attended school 
for a year and a half but has 
never missed a lesson. 


Five days a week, his teacher, 


Mrs. Virginia Lackey, — a 
member of Special Education 
Program of 
the 
Corsicana 


Public Schools— drops into 
Mark's home for an hour of 
teaching, 
testing 
and coun- 


seling. 


She 
instructs 
Mark 
in 


English, 
spelling, 


mathematics, history and oc- 
cupational trades. 


"I'll never learn to spell," 


Mark said, "but I really do 
enjoy math." 


Mark has two brothers. Mike, 


16, is a sophomore in high 
school; Bill, 8, is a second- 
grader in Lee. 


MARK IS HOMEBOUND - a 


victim of a kidney disease 
known as chronic nephritis, 
incurable 
but 
sometimes 


controllable. 


When Mark was 12, he was 


apparently in good health. He 
not only applied himself to his 
school work, but he also threw 
. newspapers for the Corsicana 
Daily Sun. 


In July, 1975, Mark took a 


routine examination to test his 
physical fitness to play football 
at Drane. He would be in the 
seventh grade the following 
September. 


The examination 
revealed 


that his urine contained an 
excessive amount of protein. 


"We didn't think much about 


it at the time, Mark's father 
said. "We didn't realize that it 
might become serious. Mark 
continued going to school. Of 
course, he had to give up 
football." 


"But I didn't give up my 


newspaper route," said Mark. 
"I rode that bike all over this 
section of town and Overlook 
Drive." 
"Later, 
Mark 


developed high blood pressure 
and showed other symptoms of 
the 
kidney 
disease," 
Mrs. 


Carter said. 


"Like gaining 20 pounds in 3 


weeks,"" Mark added. 


IN NOVEMBER, Dr. John 


Griffin examined 
Mark and 


advised 
him to go to the 


Children's Hospital in Houston. 
There, Mark was told that he 
definitely had the 
nephritic 


syndrome. 
January, 1976, he returned to 
Children's Hospital for further 
testing and diagnosis. A biopsy 


revealed that he had developed 
chronic nephritis. 


Mark ran his fingers through 


his mop of brown curls. 


"Yeah, " he said, 
"It 


was during my stay in the 
hospital all my hair came out. It 
used 
to be straight. Look at it 


now. Kinky." 


Mark's mother picked up the 


family album from the coffee 
table to show pictures of Mark's 
hair 
before 
and 
after 


hospitalization . 


Mark was in the hospital 


about 10 weeks. 


"That's when the doctors told 


us he would have to quit school. 
At first, we were pretty upset," 
said Mrs. Carter. 


The idea of being homebound 


disturbed Mark. 


Anything that disturbed one 


member of the Carter family 
disturbed all of them. 


THE DOCTORS HAD said 


Mark should exercise, but they 
stressed that he must never 
become exhausted. 


His problem of schooling had 


been successfully solved when 
Mrs. Lackey enrolled him as 
one of her 
six homebound 


students. Mark looked forward 
to the hours he spent with her. 
But the other hours seemed to 
drag out. Every morning he 


watched his two brothers go to 
school, and he sank into a mild 
feeling of dejection. 


What could the family do to 


help 
him 
adjust 
to 
his 


homebound existence? 


Homebound? 
What if Mark's home could be 


extended to include weekend 
camping trips? 


The entire family liked to 


camp out. In fact, they already 
owned a pop-up camper. 


The camper became Mark's 


second home. 


"WE 
GO 
TO 
LAKE 


CALVERT, 
Lake 
Palestine, 


Navarro Mills, and Big Brown," 
Mark 
said. 
"It's 
really 


something to look forward to." 


Mark likes to fish. 
"Are you a good fisher- 


man?" he was asked. 


"Sometimes," 
Mark 
an- 


swered, a pleasant grin on his 
face. "Mostly, I fish for crappie 
or bass. I fish from a pier or 
from our boat. But what I really 
like to do is eat out — fried fish 
and french fries, "If we can't 
have fish, hamburgers'll do." 


"At the beginning we had to 


be mighty careful with Mark," 


.• Carter said. "When he first got 
out of the hospital, he passed out 
a couple of times from over- 
exertion. That doesn't happen 
anymore." 


MRS. 
CARTER 
ADDED: 


"He has to take nine different 
kinds of medicine a day, and he 
has to use artifical salt because 
of his edema (swelling). But we 
can see him improving. All of us 
think that camping out has 
helped him to adjust and to be 
happy" 


Each weekend camping trip 


must 
end before time for 


Sunday School. Mark's brother 
Mike sings in the choir. Mark 
attends the Sunday 
school 


class taught by T. Baggett. 
Carter, secretary of the Board 
of 
Deacons 
of 
Emmanuel 


Baptist Church, superintends 
the Sunday School. 


Mrs. 
Carter, 
a 
praying 


woman, says her religion gives 
her strength and courage to 
face 
any 
of her 
family's 


problems. 


At home — when Mark is not 


studying his lessions or reading 
such magazines" 
as 
"The 


American Angler" (he is a 
member 
of 
the 
Angler's 


Association) or "Outdoor Life," 
— he tends his guinea pig, his 


rabbit, his guppies and his 
German 
shepherd; 
and he 


"dreams about the next trip to 
the lake." 


What is the worst part of not 


being able to attend school? 


"I MISS MY FRIENDS," 


Mark said. "I'm real lucky to 
have a teacher come to my 
house; and I'm lucky we have a 


pop-up camper and a good size 
boat; but still, I would like to be 
with my classmates. And, too, I 
would still like to play football." 


Mark and his family think 


that perhaps the disease is 
controllable enough that next 
year, Mark may be able to go to 


school again. 


Whether Mark goes to school 


or not, he will continue to go 
with his family on camping 
trips. 


For him, as well as the rest of 


the 
family, 
camping 
has 


become a way of life.

KERENS — A small manufacturing company here, em- 


ploying less than a half-dozen people, is bringing national 
recognition to Kerens with its line of brass trunks and brass 
decorative products. 


Called Trunk Line, the company is located on the second floor 


of a two-story building in the downtown section of Kerens. 


Doane Fessenden, president, chairman of the board and chief 


designer for the young company, says that the products 
manufactured are being distributed nationwide, and that 
showrooms featuring the Kerens built products have been 
established at the Dallas Trade Mart, the Denver Merchandise 
Mart as well as a merchandising center in Chicago. 


A CHEST MANUFACTURED by the company was given as a 


prize on the popular television quiz show, "The Price Is Right" 
recently, and Fessenden says another item is scheduled to be 
given away on a future "Price Is Right" program. 


Harry Hollingswoth, Trunk-Line vice-president who is also the 


production manager and in charge of marketing, explained that 
producers of the television show first saw the Trunk Line 
products in Dallas. 


"They look for odd or unusual items so people can't guess the 


price too easily," he explained. 


FESSENDEN SAID that the locally manufactured products 


are made to retail from $86 to $624. The $86 item is a small chest 
and the most expensive item is a commode which also has a 
matching mirror that can be purchased. 


Fessenden says that the hand-made items produced are built 


to insure the hand-crafted look, not the "manufactured" look. 


Fessenden said the manufacturing company was formed in 


late 1975 when he resigned his traveling sales position with 
Investors Diversified Service of Dallas. 


"I had always done a lot of woodcrafting," he said, "and my 


wife and I had redone several houses." 


"I GOT AN IDEA for a brass trunk with wooden slats and 


leather straps," he said. "I built a few and took them around to 
some people I knew in Dallas." 


Weir's Furniture placed an order for a dozen of the trunks, 


and "that started us off," he said. 


It was nearly three years ago that he made those first trunks, 


and he said he worked on them at home on the weekends and at 
nights in his motel room when he was away from home. 


His wife, Bobbie, helped him with the trunks, and she takes 


an active role in the business, serving as secretary-treasurer of 
the company. 


FESSENDEN SAID they moved to Kerens and started the 


manufacturing business because the trunks became a full-time 
job. 


Trunk Line now employs four people besides the Fessendens 


and Hollingsworth. About 50 trunks are manufactured each 
month which are used as tables, storage units or decorator 


accents. Fern stands, commodes and file chests are also made. 


Fessenden gives credit to his wife for choosing Kerens as their 


new home and place of business. 


"We were looking for a small town within a 70-mile radius of 


Dallas," said Fessenden. 


HE SAID THEY were searching for an old house which they 


could restore, and at the same time could start their 
manufacturing company. 


He said his wife found an old plantation house built in 1870 for 


sale in Kerens, and it proved to be just what the couple had been 
looking for. 


They moved to Kerens in September in 1975, and he resigned 


from IDS in November, 1975, to devote full time to the business. 


The Fessenden's are completely restoring the house, and a 


drawing of it is featured on the front of a sales brochure showing 
the various products manufactured by Trunk Line, Inc. 


Mrs. Fessenden said she and her husband have done all the 


work on the house, while at the same time setting up the 
manufacturing company. 


PLANS CALL FOR the Fessendens to utilize both floors of the 


building in which their manufacturing company is located. 


Mrs. Fessenden said that the building was once occupied by 


Chapmen's Grocery on the bottom floor, and she believes a 
fraternal organization, perhaps a Moose Lodge, occupied the top 
floor at one time. 


Mrs. Fessenden sees great potential for Kerens as more and 


more people leave the metropolitan areas to live in rural areas 
such as Kerens. 


A brochure distributed by Trunk IJne seems to sum up the 


feelings of the Fessendens about their new home. 


"In Kerens, life is simpler, more basic, and the basic values 


prevail," the brochure says.

KERENS - The Kerens City 


Council last night again post- 
poned action on a rate hike 
request by Lone Star Gas Co., 
but called a special meting 
Tuesday, May 17, to consider 
the proposal. 


Lone Star Gas first asked for 


the approximately 15 per cent 
rate increase Jan. 4, and on Jan. 
13, the council suspended action 
on the matter for 120 days. The 
120 day suspension ends May 17. 


LONE STAR GAS officials 


Morris C. Ward, office manager 
for the Corsicana region, and 
Wylie Pennell, Jr., community 
development service director, 
were on hand and explained the 
rate making process to council 
members. 


Pennell told Mayor Ottis Ray 


Spurlock that if the city denies 
the rate increase, Lone Star Gas 
Co. will appeal. He said if the 
city takes no action at all, the 
rataincrease will automatically 
go into effect at the end of the 
120-day period. 


Pennell said that if the council 


approved the rate increase at 
the May 17 meeting, the new 
rates will go into effect 30 days 
after 
that, 
and 
would 
be 


reflected in the July billing. 


"IT LOOKS TO ME like any 


way we go, it's going to be 
wrong," said Spurlock. 


Pennell had said earlier that 


in all likelihood if Kerens denied 
the request, the Texas Public 
Utility Commission would rule 
in favor of Lone Star Gas, and 
that the city would still have to 
pay its own legal fees regar- 
dless of how the Utility Com- 
mission ruled. 


In other action, the council 


approved a budget with a $1,500 
deficit. 


City Secretary Kenneth Ray 


explained that the budget had 
been deficit by some $12,000 
originally, but Texas Power and 
Light's gross receipts were 
$6,000 more than had been 
anticipated. 


THE COUNCIL also raised 


water rates for out of town 
customers which is to bring in 
an additional $4,500. 


Ray told council members 


that officials from the State 
Health Department were in

to 
begin 


preparations 
for 
mosquito 


spraying program in the city. 


He said larvicide, an agent for 


killing larval pests, are to be 


distributed today, and that the 
city will spray as needed, 
following state guidelines. 


HE SAID THAT the State

officials 


were concerned with an area 
behind a cotton gin filled with 
cotton burrs. Ray said that the 
area is filled with pockets of 
water, a natural breeding place 
for mosquitoes. 


A.G. Godley, superintendent 


of 
the 
Kerens Independent 


School District, addressed the 
council about "some problems 
in our town that we certainly 
ought to be giving some serious 
consideration to." 


Godley 
was 
apparently 


concerned about the 
traffic 


problem on downtown streets at 
night and during the noon hour. 


"I'M 
SURE THAT you're 


probably as familiar with them, 
probably more familiar, with 
many of the problems we're 
having right here in our streets 
in the daytime and at night," he 
said. 


I am convinced we have 


reached the point here in this 
town that we can no longer 
afford to stick our head in the 
sand and ignore the fact we 
have 
problems 
here, 
par- 


ticularly with our youth, that 
need to be dealt with," he said. 


"I want you to consider very 


carefully 
the 
possibility of
